Jim Bond,102 Mount Vernon St., Doc Robinson, 95 Valentine Rd., Chad Gibson, 35 Varnum St., Paulo Marinelli, 
Brooks Ave. 

Concerns included cleaning outfire hydrants, sidewalks, curb cuts (cleaning outand widening), streets need 
widening, and snow removal near Alewife. 

The Selectmen and Town Manager unanimously responded thatdue to the magnitude and weekly pattern of the 
snowstorms the 19 Public Works employees and outside contractors were doing the bestjob possible, but will 
continue to deal with "hotspots" as identified.

a) Recommendations to Improve Safety, Crosswalk @ Massachusetts Avenue and Water Street 
Sixmonth trial of right-turn onlyfrom Spengler Way to Mass Ave and concurrent six month trial of right- 

turn only from Water Street to Mass Ave with signage. 

Add signage "Do Not Block Intersection" for eastbound Mass Ave traffic. 

Move advance yield markings to at least 14 ft from crosswalk both east and west. 

On the eastbound approach of Mass Ave to Spengler Way, post no parking within 40' of the 
crosswalk. This will require the removal of one space. 

Ms. Rowe moved approval and asked that it be done quickly, with a report back in July 
2011. SO VOTED (4-0) 

b) Crosswalk @ Herbert Road and Magnolia Street 

Installation of "No Parking Here to Corner" signs on the northeast side of Herbert Road 
20 feet before and after Magnolia Street to provide increased visibility for the crosswalk. 

Installation of pedestrian warning signs at the crosswalk on each approach of Herbert Rd; 
signs to be MUTCD W112 with W16-7P plaque (downward pointing arrow). 

Mr. Hurd moved approval and included that action be taken on prior vote for this area 

also. SO VOTED (4-0)

NEW BUSINESS 

Mr. Sullivan suggested thatthe next Budget Revenue Task Force meeting be at6:00 p.m. on February 7, 2011. All 
legislators will be invited and the meeting may be changed if no one can attend. The Selectmen should email to Mr. 
Sullivan all topics to be included on the agenda. 

Mr. Sullivan commented that he is verydisappointed in cuts to local aid. He further reported 
Governor Patrick will be filing legislation to provide cities and towns with the tools to reign in municipal health 
insurance costs-the proposals will allow municipalities to require expedited collective bargaining to negotiate a new 
health insurance benefit plan that is equivalent in cost to the state's health insurance benefits offered through GIC. 
Mrs. Mahon and Ms. Rowe expressed concern over equalizing payto any benefits changes that occur. 

Mr. Sullivan requested the Board vote on restricted parking to one side of the road in East Arlington. He confirmed 
an alert notice and message posted would be sent over the web. 

Ms. Rowe moved approval of restricted parking and has notice sent to the Selectmen's Office. 

SO VOTED (3-0) 

Mr. Hurd expressed thanks to the Town Manager on his great choice of Michael Rademacheras Public Works 
Director. 

Mr. Hurd also stated his resignation as Selectmen effective April 1,2011 in order to run for Town Clerk.
